BELFAST, Northern Ireland 


(AP) — Drenching rain Thurs- 
day night brought Northern Ire- 
land its quietest night in two 
years.

training for being a house- 
wife.

tastes a little peculiar today, 
then you can explain to one 
man a c r o s s a breakfast 
table." 


She says t h a t hostess- 


' training helps a woman talk 


to people. She remembers 
once, on a flight, meeting a 
man who was a p e a n u t 
grower, and he told her all 
about his business. She can 
now converse with any other 
peanut grower she happens 
to meet—and that goes for 
dozens of other professions. 


She says the girls learn 


about food, how to prepare 
it and serve it with a flair. 
She says they travel all over 
and eat always at the finest 
restaurants. Thus, when they 
marry, they usually prepare 
a fine table for their hus- 
bands.

Taking an early 7-0 lead, the

For Hope the season ends with 


a respectable 7-3 record and for 
those sixteen seniors a three 
year career mark of 25 wins and 
eight losses. Nashville closed our 
regular season play with the 
same 7-3 mark and will possibly 
represent district 7A in the state 
playoffs. 


Opening the game up, the 


Bobcats kicked off and 
im- 


mediately the Scrappers started 
driving until a fumble at the 
Hope 17 yard line killed the 
drive. With the ball then being 
exchanged 
for the next four 


minutes, the Bobcats received a 
Nashville punt at their own 31 
yard line with 4:37 left in the first 
quarter.

One rea- 
son is that Paula is proving 
one of the best competitors 
on the tour.

EDITOR'S NOTE: Jim Pitt- 


man, Texas Christian's football 
coach who died of a heart at- 
tack Saturday night, never de- 
manded more of his players 
than he gave himself. Associated 
Press Southwest Sports Editor 
Denne Freeman had a long talk 
with Pittman about his football 
philosophy before the season be- 
gan and was on hand to cover 
the beginning of the Pittman 
era at TCU on Sept. 18 when 
the Horned Frogs met UT- 
Arlington. Here are some of 
Freeman's impressions 
about 


the coach. 
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Everyone would have under- 


stood if Jim Pittman had for- 
saken football for a less pres- 
surized pursuit. 


The burly 46-year-old had a 


history of heart trouble. He suf- 
fered severe heart attacks twice 
while on the staff of Texas 
Coach Darrell Royal. 


But football was a tonic he 


had to have. 


Pressed about the demands of 


big time football coaching Pitt- 
man would say "I wouldn't 
change professions. I've enjoyed 
my coaching career and plan 
to keep enjoying it." 


Pittman took delight in mold- 


ing awkward, immature young- 
sters into football players and 
men. 


"The most gratifying thing is 


to see greenhorns develop, im- 
prove and get poise to the point 
that they later turn into out- 
standing 
citizens," 
Pittman 


would say. "It is pleasing to 
hear one say what value he 
gained from football and from 
our association." 


Pittman had the reputation of 


getting the best—and then some 
—out of the material on hand. 
He was a master recruiter who 
could sweet talk a prospect 
with his soft Boyle, Mississippi 
drawl.

laughed-at ragged doormat to 
the Green Wave's first bowl 
game in 30 years in 1970 with 
a 17-3 victory over Colorado in 
the Liberty Bowl. 


But the lure to come back to 


the Southwest Conference was 
too strong although he was se- 
cure at Tulane. 


"I'd always wanted to see how 


I could do against Darnell," 
Pittman laughed. "I learned a 
lot from him to use against 
him." 


But he never got the chance. 
Pittman was an assistant un- 


der Murray Warmath at Mis- 
sissippi State and spent 12 years 
with Royal at Mississippi State, 
Washington and Texas. 


"You can learn a lot working 


with men like that," Pittman 
said. 


Pittman was a hard discipli- 


narian. 


When he came to TCU, he 


cracked down in the spring. 
The hair got shorter and the 
practices got harder. Some 
players left, including a group 
of blacks. 


But one black player who 


stayed, Larry Harris, had an 
explanation: "They just didn't 
want to pay the price to win. 
You always have people hang- 
ing around a squad like that. 
Coach Pittman found out who 
wanted to go." 


Pittman said "I expect—and 


demand—maximum effort from 
my players as long as they are 
on the football field. There is 
a natural tendency for a player 
to give about 85 per cent. I have 
a saying that 'this is the top 
of the poorest and the bottom 
of the best.'" 


Players never walked on the 


TCU practice football 
field. 


They ran everywhere they went 
and never took off their head 
gear. 


Pittman said "It's not how 


much you know, but how well 
you can teach and motivate." 


And he added "You must 


make them work hard but also 
make it enjoyable and have 
some fun." 


But Pittman said the man 


who probably had the most in- 
fluence on him was his Boyle 
High School coach Bob Wil- 
liams. 


"He was a great psychologist 


and could get tremendous effort 
out of a small number of play- 
ers," Pittman said. 


This was the foundation Pitt- 


man hoped to use to eventually 
challenge the Southwest Confer- 
ence powers of Arkansas and 
Texas. He knew he would never 
have the depth. 


"I kind of relish the underdog 


role," Pittman said. "I love to 
spring those ambushes." 


Pittman had nothing but ad- 


miration for the college athletes 
because he said "young people 
in athletics know the true mean- 
ing of having to sacrifice to 
have something." 


Pitunan's teachings carried to 


the very end. Informed of his
